ſome rime paſt } have not ro my poor + bility been wanting in my care and endeavoursto 
ſupport Her Honour and Credit, and free Her from the lcalt Imputation of il] whatlo: ver : 
And though mv Mistor.une meeting with an unhappy JunQure of t1me, may have rendre(! me 
Obnoxious tothe Cenſure even of ſome good men ; yet firice the Efects of thole Defſians which 
England has by {ad Experience (cen levelled againſt even the foundation of Protetant Interet, have 
been'both Publick & Anſwcrable ro theConjettures of every wile man,that at that timertook any 
Obervatron of them ; | have n> reaſon to Liſpiir now at laſt o' Reconciling my Self againto 
their good] Opinion, and truly,though I am ſufficiently ſatisficd ot my Error ( or my Crime ) 
in adhering to a Party, or Perſon (whoſe Title to the ( )ffice he then took upon him was every 
way Queitionable ) ycrt they that will without prejudice confider the great Dangers at that 
time thr-atning tbe Proteſtant Churches and State of tais Kingdom. will I believe,be catily induced 
to lay aſtic all Animoſitics conceived againſt me, and conclude, thar I rather miſtook the 
manner and methood «f'Curing, than that] was any ways Ignoraut of the malignity of the Di- 
ſtemper ; however, His Royal Highneſs the Prince of Orange has alrcady difſipared all our Fears 
asrothis Point, who as he ſ{cems by a peculiar Providence : tro have been mark'd out for the 
Work he has now Undertaken, fo belides the Juſtice of his Claim to the Protediion of our Religion 
an4 Laws, has by all the Attions of hisLife, demonſtrated that Pity and Piety, Religion and 
Tuſtice, more than any other Conſideration whatlocver, has prompred him to this plorious 
Undertaking; and though the Glory of the beſt and greateſt Aftion in the World, like the Sun, 
may meer with ſome clou1y Obſtrufion and Interpretarion , in the Hearrs ot ſome few preju- 
dic'd, I will not ſay ignorant men,yvet does the general Joy that has,andyyct fill the Hearts of the 
Nohlilitv, and Com mons of thele Kingdoms, does evidently demonſtrate, that all his Royal 
Highneſlcs proceedings, before, and ſince his Arrival, tend ro no other thing, nor the leaſt point 
deviate from fulfilling the utmoſt expeRation and defires of this Nation : We arzs not now 
( having by wotul Exper icnce, bou fr out Knowledge ) ignorant * of the cratry Divices, and 
Arrs ot the Romiſh Pricſts, to divide and diſturb the Hearrs of the People of Ergland; by infinu- 
ating and fuggeſting ry them his Royal Highneſſes inclivation, tc alter « r tribrain ary part of 
the Service of the Gharch of England, as by Law Eſtabliſhed ; but as the Objeftion toany that 
have the Honour, to know the Prince is frivolous and groundlels: fo a very little time will 
repole theſc falſe Dreamers, to the unavoidable neceflity oft being tound in a Lve: and though 
it has been the Opinion of many pious and ztalous Aflentors of the Intereſt of the Church of 
Englend, as it now itands, Eſtabliſh that with all ſubmiſſion, {cme Regulations in the the Di 
vine Service, might be offered tor the better Accommodating and Uniting ome imall diffe- 
rences which by the malicious Fomentations of our cmmon Adverſarics have prov'd fatal to 
this Nation. Yet it hasever been his Royal Highnefles Reſolution, to leavethem the open 
Conſtderation, and final Derermination of a Free Parliam-nrt; .tis rather likely than impoſ- 
ſible, that this Innocent, though Hearts Vindication of my Self ; ( tor he muſt be over grown 
with prejudice that can miſ4oubt the reſt ) may meet with a reception very unſuitable to the 
deſig: it is writ with, for ſuch is our vitious Nature, that we much rather ſtrive to laſt; paſt 
miſcarriages, than encourage good Reſolutions ; and as I can appral 'o the Natnral , and con- 
ſequently neceflary infirmiries of all which Nature, tor Favour, it not Pardon for mv paſt Er. 
rors; ſo my Experience of the Fatigue and Vanity of all Worldly buſineſs, with the affiftance of 
God, which I heartily pray for; has reduced me ro fix my Reſolution of (crting my felt apart, 
wholly for the Service of God,” before whoſe Alter I ſhall by his Grace to endeayourto preſen: 
my ſclf an Holy, Pure, and Unſporrred Sacrifice tor ever. 
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
